— calcined magnesia, to combine with 
and neutralize the diphtherotic poison 
and gently remove itthrough the natur- 
al channels. This prevents it pa.ssiiig 
into the circulation. Meantimn lio fiiip- 
ports the patient upon nutritious uiul 
non-irritant food,*^ until the crisis of the 
disorder iii risache^,' when wine, or if 
necessary, whiskey and brandy arc co- 
piously administered, to aid in eliniiiiat- 
ing tho impurities and throwing oft" tlip 
clutch that threatens to choko tho life 
out of the heart and brain ; and with 
care and' attention' the tone returns, the 
poison is eliminated j the functions are 
naturally discharged, the" membrane 
ceases to form, and the poi.sonous secre- 
tion is ho longer provided.

THE REMAINS OF A MURDERED MAN FOUND BE-' 
HEATH THE FLOOR OF A DEMOLISHED BUILD- 
ING ON GOVERNMENT STREET. 

V< i suvonil days past the work of dt'inul- 
laliiiii; Loadonhall IMarkot, (JmiiiL'ca sa- 
lixiii and Yianna Market buildings, at 
the rorner of JohiLsoii and Government 
stroots, has gone briskly forwai'd, and the 
structures on Fritlny evening wero leveled 
with the ground and the t/e&ris moatl y 
carried off. Yesterday morning work- 
iiion began to tear up the tloora and about 
nine o'clock reached the site of the back 
iiMiui of the Omineca Saloon. Before 
ilioy had proceeded very far the foremost 
of the party raisetl a plank witli a cro\7- 
bar, and let it fall with an oxcluination of 
horror. His fellow-workmen crowded 
about the spot as ho .again raised the ])knk, 
(exposing ti) view 

A HUMAN SKULL 

With the uppef jaw miiiKs three tooth, 
and the lower jaw missing. The remain- 
der of tlio plaiiking wa.i quickly torn up 
and inoro human rcuiaina wore foiiiid — 
Much .18 a leg-bone in which the .marrow 
wna still visible ; an ancle-joint ; ara.sU 
bones aa if of the feet or arms ; a portion 
of the vertebrio; a knee-cap, &o. The 
impression at first prevailed thiitthc akel- 
fton was that of an Indian and that the 
site was formerly used as a graveyard but 
tliat theory was aoon exploded. The old 
graveyard was no.irer the ravine. The 
remains wore found lying on the top of the 
ground between tivo lengths of scantling 
which supported the floor — wedged in, aa 
it were, between ground and floor i and 
by their side lay 

A P.CSTY .SPAllK. 

Tliu remains could not have been there 
when the buildinj; was in course of 
erection 21 j'ears ago or it would have 
been seen by the workmen and removed. 
Moreover, further search brought to li^ht 
the lower jaw, split in two pieces, as if by 
a violent blow with a yreapon of soino 
kind, perhaps with the rust-eaten spado. 
These pieces of jaw, when put togethur 
and joined to the Bkulj fitted exactly. 
Several front teeth of the upper jaw wore 
gone as wero several corresponding teeth 
of the lower jaw. Dr. Trimble, who was 
shown the skull und jaws pronounces 
them to bo that of a white person, and 
gives it as his opinion that tlio jaw hat! 
been split by violence. There is no room 
for doubt that the remains are those of 
some '02 miner who, with a full swag of 
dust st.aggcved into the premises 18 or 19 
years ago (perliaps later) and was there 
drugged, murdered and robbed. Long 
before pa.saing into the hands of the pro- 
prietors of the Omineca Saloon the prem- 
ises wero known as the Pony Saloon. It 
was then a gambling hell and kept by a 
gambler and 

A llED-HEADED WOMAN. 

It was the , resort of the very worst 
characters. Old residents tell of horrible 
bacclianalian orgies in which disnolate 
men and women joined. Many poor 
minors were robbed of their hard oarnmg.'i 
there, and tumbled into the street penni- 
less. If the walls of the back room could 
apeak they would doubtldss relate many 
tales of violence and robbery and tlirovr a 
Hold of light on tliia ghastly myatorj-. It 
is said that the. gambler and tho red- 
headed wonmn left suddenly in 1863, and 
it is not at all unlikely that, after having 
disposed of tho body found yesterday anil 
replaced the floor they fled from tho scene 
of crime with their plunder. After the 
Pony Saloon was closed it was reopened 
as the Cariboo Saloon ; and when tho 
brightness of Cariboo began to pale tho 

glade passed into the respect-able hands of 
Ir. John Stephon.s, who called it the 
Omineca. 

Tho Police have t.aken the remains in 
ch.irge and there may bo an iiuiue.st.

Sia, — Wo have the honor to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter, enclosing 
copy of a resolution passed by the Coun- 
cil on the Gth inst., instructing us as Com- 
missioners for the City Survey "to place 
the West lino of Ooverument street on 
the mai) now in the registry oflico. " 

In accordance with tho preamble of the 
"City of Victoria Ofiioial Map Act, 1880," 
which provides for tho marking, under 
our direction, of tho governing point.i and 
centre lines of the street, we have Jefiiieil 
on said map, the West aide of Govern- 
ment street as originally laid diit. This 
is done by figures, which aho.w tho dis- 
tance of tho West line of said street from 
tho governing points and centre line of 
same, tlie latter being marked by stone 
posts on the ground. 

. Assuming that tho instructiona before 
mentioned refer to the provisioius of the 
" City of Victoria Ollicial Map Amend- 
ment -Act, 1881, " wo deem it our duty 
respectfully to submit for tho considera- 
tion of His Worship the Mayor and Coun- 
cil tha following report: The block of 
land afTocted and bounded ou the east by 
Gover.iinent street, on the west by Lang- 
ley street, on the .iuntli by Bastion street 
and im tho north by Yates struct, was or- 
iginally held by the Hudson 15ay Com- 
[lauy who sold it in about .May, 1859, by 
public auction, by a plan prepared by Mr. 
Robert Homfriiy, 0.'E,, who surveyed it. 
Tliis plan is on file inthe'Landa and Works 
oilico, andis countersigned by ,1. Despard 
Pemborton, and dated .April, iS'tV.

The blocks on eithersido of Government 

street have their full ([uantity of ground 
with some to spare. The front of tho post- 
oflico (the plinth) recently jiuUed down, 
marked the exact position of tho west side 
of tiovernment street, as originally laid 
out by Jlr. Homfray, .tuicl sold by the 
Hudson Bay Company. The plinth of the 
present postoffico front shows an encroach- 
ment on tho street at the north end of 10); 
inches, and at the soutli end of 7^ inches. 

We append a plan prepared by Mr. 
Harris from Mr. Homfray's originiuj plan 
and notes of this biock, togetlier with a 
tracing of a plan jirepared from tho notes 
of survey by Mes.sra. ^lahood & Gridgo, 
and plotted on the "ofiioial map of 1880," 
in order that tho iilm.jst perfect agree- 
ment of the block, Ijetwcen those plana, 
and the accuracy of the position of tho 
west side of Qovernment street, as laid 
down by us on tho "official map, 1880," 
may bo apparent at a glance. 

We have not touched upon the question 
of tho validity or othorwiae of tlie act of 
1881, which appears to conflict seriously 
with that of 1880, and whilst professing 
to alter and amend a portion of tho said 
map, repeals no clause of it (the act) from 
wliich it would appe.ir that tho map or 
plan of tho city prepared under authority 
of 'the said act of 1880 is not only the 
"oflicial map'' of the city but is alao"final 
and conclusive evidence of the boundaries 
of all streets in the said city of Victoria, 
and all street boundaries shall thereafter 
bo ascertained and defined in accordance 
with tho said map or plan."

To THK Editor: — Tho rejoinder by 
Mr. Penrso in 77ie Colonist of 22nd 
inst. to ^Ir. Yate.V late letter, calls from 
me the following particular-s in con- 
nection with Mr. yate.H, communica- 
tion.

However, as my overtures 
for a friendly settlement have by u 
majority of one vote been rejected by 
tlie Council, and as Mr. Pearso at ibc 
last municipal meeting reiterated the 
statement niado by him in December 
last, and to which .Air. 'Yates took um- 
brage, 1 fell in duty comiielled tocarrv 
out ray instructions, and bad Mr. 
Yates letter jiublislicd. The question 
at issue between Mr. Vates and Jlr. 
Pearse is whether or not the former 
asked the latter's permission to buiki a 
fence on Wharf .street. .Mr. Pear.se 
affirms that he did and as a sequence 
declares Wharf street nt foot of Yates 
street to be CO feet wide. Mr. Yaten 
denies tho allirmution and contends 
that Wharf street at that part i.s only 
60 feet wide. In support of Mr. 
Yates' alSrmation, iimongst other evi- 
dence, lean produce three duly attested 
atfidavits sworn to over twenty years 
ago by parties who saw the original 
survey stake.? in the ground; also, the 
report of tiie Municipal Council's Com- 
mittee made in December, 1880, wliicli 
states that AYliarf street is only 50 
feet wide at foot of Yates street, and 
that Kucli conclusion is arrived at bv 
them from the study of the original 
field note, the paternity of which is 
claimed by Mr. B. W. Pcarse. Mr. 
Pear.se on his part relies on his inemnry 
of a transaction which lie .stiU -'x oc- 
curred 27 years ago. From the present 
aspect of afl'airs the probability i.s that 
the law conrt.s will be left to determine 
whether Mr. Pearse has supplied the 
onus of proof which his "youthful 
Btuilies in law and logic" .show now de- 
volves ujion hiin. 

In regard to the term "pertinacity" 
which he a[)|')lies to .Mr. Yates' agents. 
As I am the only agent that gentleman 
has here, I appropriate the remark all 
to myself. Pertinacity, according to 
Webster's definition, is "perverseobstin- 
acy," anil while I cannot believe Mr. 
Pearse to be ignorant of what hi! is 
writing; I am on tho other hand, disin- 
clined to think that he would be wil- 
fully odeiisivc to me, .n.y 1 have ever 
treated him under all circumstances 
with studied courtesy. 

.My action in connection with the 
puldic lauding has been in what I feel 
assured is alike tho interest of tlio pub- 
lic and of Mr. Yates; and knowing that 
uiy efTorts must ultimately be;iuccess- 
ful on the public knowing the true 
merits of the case, 1 cheerfully perse- 
vere in the good cause.

Vomen as Freomasons. 

BY ALPHED WELDHKN. 

This subject has recently been very 
openly discussed in Europe, and has de- 
manded earnest enquiries of the learn- 
ed in tho craft . to discover with what 
degree of propriety women can be ad- 
mitted to its secrets, rightsaud ceremon- 
ies, or w'lether they are, beyond ques- 
tion, inelligible. 

The question arose, Je facto, that a 
lodge of much celebrity, and posesssing 
an early English record, located, we be- 
lieve, in the southern suburbs of tlie 
city of London, had received an appli- 
cation from tlie widow of one of its 
members to become initiated, passed 
and raised in tho lodge, of which her 
husband had been a member. It was 
an application which, at first view, 
was taken to be one which needed no 
consideration as it is expressly defined 
by the oral ritual that no woman can 
become a mason ; hut this whs not so. 
Tho truly novel situation, and the ab- 
sence of any precedent, or xorxtten law, 
left it clearly open to the applicant,her- 
self the widow of a M. M., to apply to 
become a member of that society, of 
which her husband had henn a bright 
and sliiuiug light, blio stated, in her ap- 
plication, her full knowledge of the fact 
that masonry is of a speculative, not an 
operative, character, based upon moral- 
ity, religion and human love, and as 
such open to all the family of man- 
kind. 

This .singular apjilication is no new 
feature, as in the middle of the 18th 
century, viz., March 7, 185G, the 
"Union" lodge of P'reemason.s, (a select 
body), held at the Angel, Bull stairs, 
Southwark (London), issued its notice to 
admit "v,-omon of undeniable charac- 
ter." 

Vi'hether the "select body," assem- 
bled at the sign of the Angel, became 
very jirosporous and conferred the se- 
cret (i) on many worthy women, does 
not appear ; but it must be conceded 
that, unless the standard of disability 
is based upon that of sex, there exists 
no cause whatever, save that of the un- 
just accusation that woman cannot 
keep a secret, to exclude her from be- 
longing to the order, as it is self evident 
that physical disqualification cannot 
hold good, .iuasmuch as modern Free- 
masonry is^purfely an intellectual — not 
an operative — guild. 

It is on record that two women, at 
least, of modern times have been ad- 
mitted to the order, although the causes 
for those departures aro very apparent, 
and matters of history ; being rendered 
absolutely necessary. We have now, 
how('vor,ri!ached a poriodin the history 
of the world when it is known and ac- 
knowledged, that the average standard of 
intellect is as high in the feminine, as 
in the masculine sex, and that being 
the fact there exists no reason what- 
ever, on physiological grounds, that 
a supremacy should be awarded to tho 
mental facultie.s of man over those of 
woman. 

It has been the custom, from time 
immemorial, to speak of woman as the 
weaker sex, from the simple reason that 
she is 80 in a physical sense, being cou' 
Btituted with a more delicate organiza- 
tion than "man, vain man," who dis- 
parages her in the fields of science, art 
and literature, while overlooking tho 
stubborn fact that, had she been grant- 
ed the same opportunities aa himself, 
slie would, in all probaliility, have held 
a higher iTiiik in tbem all, nt this day, 
than that which he now occupies. She 
is not only "the mother. of .tbpse who till 
our vineyards," btifc alsi man's best 
friend and counsellor in lime of trouble. 

It is exceedingly interesting to sec 
what that ripe Masonic scholar, R. L. 
McCormick, says on the subject of wo- 
man as a Mason, videlicit ; "Symboli- 
cal Masonry lays claim to great antiq- 
uity, some of its exponontaasserting its 
cxiBtenoe at the bwth of this world 
'when the morning stars sang together, 
and tho sons of God shouted for joy.' 
others are satisfied if they ran trapp itH 
presence from the advent of human life, 
and only claim that Adam and Eve 
vatnessed its inception, and were tho 



first who were taught to wear their 
aprons with .the bib turned down. This 
tradition locates the primal Lodge in 
tho garden of Eden under tho name of 
Paradise No. 1, with the Grand Mus- 
ter of the Universe in the East, Adam 
in the Wett, an^ Ev^anj^the, Boutfa. At 
some other tini'e^R. It ^ McCdfmick 
goes on to say — I will endeavor to ex- 
plain to you why a woman at that time 
could not only be a Mason, but a tiust- 
cd officer of a Masonic Lodge, while to- 
day its portals are clo.sed against her." 

The positive incongruity of raf using 
admission to the sex' is singularly cor- 
roborated by tiie presence of a marble 
statue, on the grand staircase of the 
Masonic Temple, in Js'^ew York. This 
noble piece of art greets tho eye of 
every brother ascending, and is sj'm- 
bolical of gilenre ; conspicuously placed 
there to remind him of his chief duty. 
Tho "living marble" representation of 
the beautiful priestess, taken' as the 
type of one of the most exalted virtues 
inculcated by the Order, is ,i ridicu- 
lous anomaly, whihs admis.sion is de- 
nied to her living sisters. , 

Presumptiveevidence is indeed strong 
that woman, at an earlier period of the 
world's history, shared equally with 
man in all tho rights and privileges of 
society and government, and it is rather 
a stretch of credulity to assert that she 
cannot unravel the most intricate Gor- 
dian knot, or that Isia does not pene- 
trate every hidtlen mystery. 

We value FreemasorJry for the prin- 
ciples it inculcates, and the duties 
which are incumbent upon every worthy 
member of the Order to perform, and 
as it is declared to be "Universal," 
there does not appear to be any exist- 
ing cause why woman should not prove 
as eligible to its ranks as roan ; and all 
history proves that no safer repository 
can be found than a true woman's 
heart. 

The crowning glory of Freemasonry 
is its benevolaice, and this virtuous and 
elevated principle is pre-eminently the 
characteristic of woman. Who then, 
on this ground, can consistently deny 
her the light of becoming a member 1 
Of late years — within a very recent 
period- — some champions of woman 
liavo joined her in establishing tho or- 
der of the Eastern .Sl.nr, .inrl its appen- 
dant degrees, and we can, ourselves, 
testify as to their beautiful teachings 
and truly authentic foundation and ori- 
gin ; nevertheless they are but aide is- 
sues to true Masonry, and therefore 
woman is as much in the dark as before 
in regard to what cryptic and symbolic 
Masonry really are. 

That the ancient founderso^Masonry 
— assuming them to be of thft time of 
Solomon — contemplated the exclusion 
of woman is probably true, aii, in tlu.t 
age, she was not permitted to assume 
other than maternal duties ; and it is 
equally true that none but a perfect 
man, without tho loss of any member of 
Lis physical body, id est. the lame, halt, 
maimed, deformed, blind and deaf, 
were also prohibited from being allowed 
under any pretence whatever, to enter 
its aatictum lanctorum. This institu- 
tion was purely of an operative charac- 
ter, aud hence these necessary restric- 
tions; and its adoption, during the reign 
of Solomon, rendered it strictly He- 
brew in its iatentton,to.tbe exclusion of 
all people, exoept the YahmU^.

The Dirootoi-s in making thoir Anmial Report have to inform the Subacribora 
that during tlio past year they havo Buccoodud in purohosing a plot of land of 5 oores 
immodiatoly adjoining tho Hospital, for tho purposo of orocting an Aaylum for Oon- 
valosconts in connootion with tho Hospital. Tho Government havo voted a ium of 
money for the erection of the nccoasary buildingfl; hut before tho works could be 
cominoiicoJ tho Ooverninent required tho land to he conveyed to tho Orown, which 
has boon done. Tho coming spring will, it i;i hoped, soe thia iiio.st nccesaarj niljunct 
to th'i institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that tho Houso of Assembly havo passod a resolution com- 
clotoly reversing the policy under which tho Hospital baa oeon for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto tho QoTernmont have boon content with hav- 
ing tn-o Directors on the Board, and aa arulo theso Government Directors havo boon 
active and useful meuiburs, aud hnvo fully uusworod Ihopurposcfi for which they were 
placed on tho Board. 

The other Directors aro tho nominees of the iSubscribera. Tlie proposed change 
will bo detrimental to tho intorosta of thoso fur whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessaiy to details takos up a groat deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gontleiiien will b« ooually as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitablo result will bo a rocurronce 
to tho worst evils of tho past. Tlio interest which the public now take in tha insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and the active and friendly ftasistanco given by 
many will hardly bo oxtendod to a purely Govoi-nmont institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to expross thoir thanks to Messrs, Dunsmuir and tho 
Yancouvor Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitablo sociotioa and 
individuals who havo gonorously contributed to the support of tho institution. 

Tho affairs of tho Hospital have boon oix)nomic<ally managed, as will bo seen by 
the amount of aufibrings reliovod and tho Treasurer's accrjunt of tho eipondituro. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that tho chango introduced by tho 
Government otII prevent thoni again offering thoir .services, and from tho applications 
which havo boon rocoivod for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
tho chango, thoy fear that the closing of one of tho most useful institutions of tho 
Province will ultimately bo tho result. 

There yot remains to bo conaidored tho question of tho ownership of tho pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was dovoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.
